ventlsts, and had some reputation for schol- 
arship. About eight years ago bo was seized 
with a fever whicu resulted in a permanent 
derangement of his mind. Then he became 
possessed of the idea that ho was the prophet 
Elijah, and found in Springfield, Mass., a 
congregation crazy enough to accept him as 
such. Having found a new sect, he went 
abroad In search of proselytes, and succeed^ 
ed in gaining them in Boston, Philadelphia, 
Maine aud some of the Western Slates. 
Finally he bought a tract of land in Geor- 
gia aud settled there with some of his fol- 
lowers, the colony numbering a t o n e lime 
sixty or seventy people. 
Several ol bis 


disciples contributed considerable sums of 
money to carry out his purposes, ono man 
giving $3,500, while all sir-nod a promise lo 
obey the prophet implicitly and receive his 
interpretations of Scripture. 
The affairs of 


this colony wore managed about as one 


• would expect in a community 
of lunatics 


under the leadership of a man who was 
riving mad, and a portion of Curry's de- 
luded followers recovered their , senses and 
loft him. Others remained, notwithstanding 
tho increasing extravagance into which the 
prophet's Insanity led him. 
Among other 


eccentricities Curry abolished tho institution 
of marriage by edict, and installed a beauti- 
ful young woman of his flock, belonging to 
a very respectable family in Boston, iu his 
tent as queen of the sect.

Hnery Militia. 
KM resistance was oflerod by 


the polico on duty there, and no ell'ort was 
raaile to-day to displace tho militia.

will ba made by the militia to-night. 
For 


twenty squares, to-ni^lit, only ono police- 
man is found ou duty. 
They have heen 


withdrawn (roin the boats and concentrated 
about the stations, around Mechanics Insti- 
tute, etc. 


SKCOXD DESPATCH. 


HEW ORLEANS, March 5.—At about half- 


past 9 o'clock to-night a squad of perhaps 
Illty men attacked the Third 1'reciuct station 
house and flred into the 
building. 
They 


were repulsed by Iho police,but were quickly 
reinforced by about three hundred and fllty 


men. 
These were attacked by Gen. Badger 


with about two hundred policemen and a 
piece of artillery, and for about flvo minutes 
a sharp rattle of musketry ensued. 
Both 


parties maintained their position during this 
timo, but at Ilia second discharge of the 
cannon the uiiiltia retreated through Jack, 


son Hanaro, and half au hour later Iho polico 
relieved 
their comrades, who remained 


during the conflict within tho building. 
One man, a Mr. Hartman, was killed and 
several wounded. 


Tinnn DESPATCH. 


Between 0 and 10 o'clock to-night the 


McEuery militia attacked tho Third Precinct 
police station. They commenced1 tho attack- 
by firing into tho building. 
Tho polico re- 


turned thn fire. Soon after Gen. Badger, 
Chief of the Metropolitan police moved down 
Chartres street from Canal with about two 
hundred men and one piece ot artillery. 
Quite a large crowd had by this time collect- 
ed about Jacksuu Square and on the streets 
leading thereto. 
Whan near the crowd 


Gen. Badger ordered them to disperse. The 
militia refused to give way, when tho polico 
flred blank cartridge, and soon after another 
shot was flred. Tnis timo the gun was load- 
ed with grape. 


By this, one man was killed nnd several 


wounded. Another charge of grapo was 
fired up St. Ann street. 
Some ten or 


twelve arc reported as wounded, but only 
ono man is reported killed. 


As far as known, only ono policeman was 


wounded during the entire fight. At one 
time the firing was quite brisk, resembling 
somewhat a picket skirmish. For the pow- 
der expended and fuss made, the damage 
was remarkably light. 


The grapo of the Metropolis wss more 


than the militia bargained for, and they are 
reported to have weakened readily. 
Many 


of them are reported to have skedaddled in 
great disorder.

maining militia 
retired 
leaving them in
